The fourth of July promises 
to be 


the quietest from a celebration point of 
view ever known in Amador county. 
Notin any part of the county will any 
"celebration, "according to the popular 
acceptation of that term, be held. 
Of 


course the usual amount of powder will 
bo consumed, 
and bunting displayed, 


but the customary oration and reading 
of the declaration of independence 
in 


commemoration of the struggle 
which 


eventuated in the birth of the nation, 
willbe absent. 
In Jackson 
the day 


willbe honored with a baseball game 
between Jackson and Lodi players in 
the afternoon, and a ballin the even- 
ing. Inone or twoother places adance 
may be given. 
This is about the sum 


total of the doings on that memorable 
anniversary. 
The celebration proper 


is to be dispensed withentirely. Prob- 
ably this is the first time inthe history 
of the county that such an indifference 
has been manifested. 
As a rule, the 


towns vie witheach other for the honor 
of celebrating. 
This rivalryvprompt- 


ed from both patriotic and business 
considerations. 
This year, the citizens 


who want to hear 
the old-fashioned 


literary pyrotecnics must travel beyond 
the limitsof the county to be gratified. 
We will not attempt 
to explain this 


peculiar state of affairs. 
We simply 


state 
the facts. 
Let us hope such a 


condition of indifference on a question 
that appeals to the patriotism of every 
American citizen willnever occur again.

this year.

section 1192 concerning the posting 
of notice of non-responsibility.

prevail; itannuls all other laws in 
conflict therewith, whether itstates 
so in express terms or not. 
But we 


cannot 
see 
that 
the added 
words 


make any material difference. 
The 


words "or other person," in the old 
section, and still retained 
in the 


present 
law, seem 
comprehensive 


enough to include all that is contain- 
ed inIthe bracketed 
clause. 
The 


change may afford room for legal 
quibbling. 
The question ought to be 


settled at the earliest 
moment. 
As 
longas there remains 
the slightest 


doubt on the subject, itwillprove a 
stumbling block to mineral develop- 
ment, 
We do not believe 
that the 


law-makers 
had the least idea 
of 
striking down the safeguard 
of the 


owner of mining property afforded 
by the posting of the non liability 
notice under 
section 1192, neither 


can webelieve that the lien law as 
itnow stands willbe interpreted by 
the courts to have any such injuri- 
ous and unjust import. 
This seems to us to present the true 
situation under 
the law as it now 


stands. 
Mine owners have no cause 


for alarm. 
They need uot be back- 


ward inbonding their properties 
as 


heretofore, if they will merely take 
the precaution of posting the usual 
notice. 
The last legislature has, so 


far as we caji find, made 
no change 


in the lawso inimical to the inter- 
ests of owners 
as some 
of our ex- 
changes have asserted. 


But section 1183 has been changed 


in another particular, and inasmuch 
as this seems 
to be the groundwork 


for the above iqubted opinion so dis- 
astrous, if true, to the development 
of our mineral resources, 
we here- 


reproduce that portion of the section 
so as to present 
the matter clearly 


before our readers: 


and any person whoperforms la- 
bor inany mining claim or claims [op 
in or upon any real property worked 
as a mine] has a lien upon the same 
for the work or labor done 
or materials furnished by each respec- 
tively whether done at the instance of 
the owner. 
or his agent: and 
every contractor, sub-contractor, arch- 
tect, builder or other person 
having 
charge of any mining, or of the con- 
struction, alteration, addition to, or re- 
pair, either in whole or inpart, of any 
buildingorother improvement as afore- 
said [orof such miningclaim or claims, 
either as lessee or under a 
working 
bond or contract 
thereon, 
with the 
privilege of purchase 
or otherwise] 
shall be held to be the agent of the 
owner, forpurposes of this chapter. 


Under this construction, land held 


under an agricultural title could be 
bonded and. worked for mining pur- 
poses, and the employes would have 
no redress 
under 
the lien law for 


"their wages. 
It was evidently for 


the purpose of meeting this opinion 
that the miner's lien 
was made 
to 


embrace "any real property worked 
as a mine." In this light the amend- 
ment made by the last legislature 
was 
unquestionably 
a 
wise 
and 
righteous one for the protection 
of 


the laborer 
against 
unscrupulous 


mining operators. 
The 
protection 


of the innocent 
mine owner, how- 
ever, by posting the notice of non- 
responsibility oti the property still 
remains in full force. 
Section 1183} 


relating toliens was repealed by the 
last legislature, but this has no bear- 
ing on the matter under discussion. 


Ardo, reported 
in 107 California, 


he'd that "under section 1183, C. C. 
P., giving a lien to persons who per- 
formlabor on any miniogclaim, land 
held under 
an agricultural patent 


from the United States, 
is not sub- 


ject to a lien 
for the 
wages 
of 


laborers employed in working a mine 
upon it. Such land is cot a mining 
claim withiuthe meaning of section 
1183."

Many attorneys are of the opinion that 
as section 1183, C. C. P.' now reads, 
any mine leased or bonded or held on 
option is liable toliens for work done 
upon it, even though notice of non- 
responsibility be posted, 
and legally 
given. Ifsuch is the case itwillbe un- 
safe formine owners to giveany bonds, 
on their property, as they willstand a 
chance to lose itby failure of bonders 
topay the men employed. 
- We notice that in Mariposa county, 
such prominent attorneys as Congdon 
&Congdon, have called the attention 
ofmine owners to the law, and declare 
that under it the mines can be held re- 
sponsible for labor done upon 
them, 


and that ths old formofnotice willnot 
protect the owners.— Calaveras 
Pros- 
pect. 
V A statement

ofliens for unpaid labor or material; 
the law giving him no avenue of es- 
cape. 
Heretofore, the mine owner 


has been able to protect himself by 
posting a notice on the property

depended upon by the mine owner 
fco prevent 
liens' attaching

Ifit has been effectual

that respect in the past, we see no 
reason whyitshould be less effectual 
now, inasmuch 
as it remains unim- 


paired. 


Section 1183, which embraces 
the 


lien law proper, has been 
amended. 
The section is too long to quote in 
its entirety.

change simply consists in the addi- 
tion after "mine or mining claim," 
of the words ''or in or upon any real 
property worked as a mine."

additional words are inserted in two

On Monday night, the 15th inst., at 


12:05 o'clock, the sleeper in which I 
was resting sleeplessly inmybirth, was 
attached to the overland Oregon Pa- 
cific train bound 
north. 
For a few 


hundred yards she bumped and jerked 
along the track as the great train to 
which she was attached sped out over 
the switches witha gradual increasing 
motion, then, as ifsettling down to an

went witha gentle occilating motion, 
as iftrying to lull the reclining pas- 
sengers into peaceful lullaby of silent 
slumber.

dodge out of sight by an hallucination 
of phantasm 
of mistaken 
imagery. 
Along here no one seems to live. Only 
a tumbled down shack attests the fact 
that some one of years ago had' been 
its occupant. 
A barbed 
wire fence 
moldy by age and rust, toldthat Ithad 
been turned into a stock pasture. 
The 


train was bounding over this rolling 
country with speed of a race horse. 
Soon the brakeman stuck his head in 
at thedoorand drawledout "Re-ding."

was made here, 


when on the train went, winding in 
serpentine course along the rocky sides

river, now turned

here on to the 
top of the mountain, 


lookingdown on Ashland, Oregon, the 
country is rough and mountainous. 
It 


is enchanting in appearane, 
wearing a 


green garb of bright, thrifty foliage 
that 
comes 
from underbrush 
and 


squatty 
dwarf evergreens 
of several 


species. 
Occasionallly a spring bursts 


from the mountain side, and goes fall- 
ing, running, 
and leaping over 
the 


mossy bed below. 
Strange and enobl- 


ingas this scenery is, so far as Icould 
see, itis void of animal life. Not even 
a bird did Isco flittingthrough this 
weird wildness of mountain grandeur. 
Looking from

through which railroads run, you see 
the head of the Rouge river valley,

leave the Oregon Pacific line and take 
seats in that of the Northern Pacific off 
forSeattle.

along the Columbia river at the rate of 
45 miles an hour. 
The train halts, and 


we find that we are on the great ferry- 
boat that takes us to the opposite side 
of the stream.

such as pigs, chickens, 
rabbits, 


dogs and other "live stock." 
The hus- 


band may have some trade which he 
follows during the day, but at meal- 
times and when night comes he returns 
to the bosom of his family and yours. 
It would be considered 
downright in- 


humanity to refuse them food and shel- 
ter, and 
not a servant 
in Ecuador 
would work for so meajp a master, or 
mistrerjs. 
The children of your cook 
may be utilized for light services, such 
as running 
errands, 
weeding the gar- 


den and tending the baby, but tße nu 
merous brood Is apt to be "light finger- 
ed" and certain to be lousy, dirty and. 
probably 
diseased. 
There Is no help 
for it,however, because 
"el costumbre" 


has decreed that for every servant you 
hire you must expect at least a dozen 
extra mouths to feed. , j 


Nor is this the worst ofit Occasion- 
ally the cook's relatives 
from another 


village come to pay her a visitof a fort- 
night or two—lasting as long as you 
will tolerate it—men, women and chil- 
dren, bringing more dogs, pigs, chick- 
ens, etc., to be housed and fed. 


1.,Fortu- 


nately, 
they 
are not 
accustomed 
to 
"downy beds 
of ease" 
or sumptuous 


living, but . consider 
themselves 
in 


clover if plentifully 
supplied 
with 


beans, corn meal and potato soup, and 
will sleep contentedly on the stones of 
the patio or the straw of the stable. 
The danger is that some of the stranger 
hangers 
on may not be as honest as 
the cook herself is supposed to be, and 
cases 
are known where 
thieves 
and 


even murderers 
thus gained admission 
to the inside of the casa 
with disas-

cake. 
Usually he did It so clumsily 


that the contents of the pan found their 
way to the floor, when a fine was de- 
manded by the cook. 
The custom Is 


Still kept up at Westminster 
school, 


where a pancake Is tossed over the bar 
and scrambled for. The one who se- 
cures ItIsrewarded with a guinea. 


A roast pheasant 
is usually sent up 


with the tall feathers. 
This practice is 


a" memorial 
of the days when a pea- 


cock was skinned before roasting and 
when cooked was sewed into its plum- 
age again, its beak gilded and so served. 


At one time, whenever a baking was 


made—which. was 
perhaps 
once 
a 


month 
only—a cake 
was made 
with 


nine knobs onIt. Each of the company 
broke one off, and, throwing itbehind 
him, said, "This Igive to thee; preserve 
thou my sheep," mentioning the name 
of a noxious animal—fox, wolf oreagle. 


For instance, in Scotland, when oat- 


cakes are being baked, it is still cus- 
tomary to break off a littlepiece and 
throw it Into the fire. 


There are many peculiar, old fash- 


ioned 
superstitions 
connected 
with 


cooking. 


Speaking 
of stirring brings to mind 


that in most English households—coun- 
try ones at least— the practice of,the 
whole family Joining to stir the Christ- 
mas plum pudding Is still in vogue. 


All cooks of all nations stir not only 


the same way, but also from east 
to 
west, a sure indication that the prac- 
tice originated with sun worshipers. 


This recipe for the making of melted 
butter Is quoted from an old fashioned 
cookery book of a century ago, but the 
direction to stir 
"always 
the 
same 


way" is observed 
as religiously today 


as Itwas then, and probably willbe for 
a thousand years to come. 


"Take a good lump of fresh butter 
md rollit in flour, place »t in a lined 
laucepan with a half pintof good, rich 
iream, stir itgently over a low fire, al- 
ways the same way, tillIt begins 
to 
tiinmer."
